After 
it was over Warden Sage said the whole 
alTuir was even more satisfactory thau 
he hoped for. There is uo donyiug that 
the warden had feared a breakdown or a 
scene.

Sing Sing, N.T., March 20. — Mrs. 
Martha SI. Place, who killed her step- 
daughter at their liome in Brooklyn on 
February 7, IS'JS, was electrocuted in 
Sing Sing prison this moniiug, the first 
woman to doe in the choir In this state. 

Mrs. Place went to. her death imi)as- 
sive, calm and with no more thau a iimr- 
mured prayer. With her when she en- 
tered the death house was the warden, 
on whose arm she leaned heavily; her 
minister, Bev. Dr. David Cole, of Youk- 
ers, an old friend aud aged pastor; a wo- 
iiiau phj-sician, one or the matrons of 
the prisou, and two keepers. Mrs. Place 
was dressed in black, a gown that she 
had inini-L- to wear at her new trial, or as 
she lirst thought 011 her freedom. She 
seemed to tower above the warden who 
kept her arm tightly within his, aud one 
arm around her to support her. Her light 
gray hair was brushed smoothly back 
from her forelieiul, one hand held a small 
prayer book. The woman's eyes were 
closed and s^io picked her way to the 
clmir without lowering her head. As she 
sat down Iter lips moved again iu prayer 
and she .said "tlod liclp me." 

The two women, who followi'd her 
closely, were there in au instant. Dr. 
Irving with uii assislant helped to cut 
off the view of the witnesses seated 
around the chamber. It was but a mo- 
ment's work to bare the log and attach 
the electrode, the prison matron drawing 
lier skirts out in front of the chair. The 
second electrode was clamped down on 
the head in an Instant.. Mrs. Place never 
stirred. Het agied pastOr walked quietly 
away. Ho could not bear to look at 
hor. 

Quicker than it has eret been done 
before, the straps acros.s the face were 
buckled on, the pad drawn over the 
eyes, the signal given and the lever 
thrown down. The woman's attendants 
pressed close up agaiu.st the chair. One 
coiild • hardly see a movement of the 
body. It grow rigid, the fingers gripped 
the palms, the prayer book In the wo- 
nnin's left himd twisted across the wrist 
aiul slipped partly out when the muscles 
relaxed. Her month, small with thin 
lips, merely lightened, it scorned as 
though iu quiet content. There was no 
pain, 110 sufferiug, no scene of any kind 

The women in the death chamber 
seemed strangely out of place. The wo- 
man physician was bright-looking, shari) 
ill her movements, riipiil in what she did. 
Hut her dress was what gave the scene 
a strange aspi'i.-f. She wore a gray dress 
and a huge lint with pronounced crimson 
trimmings. Slie both fastened on the 
electroLle and exmniiied the lieart. ^^ ith 
the prison inntroii she stood directly in 
front of Mrs. Place and watched lier 
face as she died. Holh were alTcotcd 
but performed their duties well. 

At exactly 11:01 state electrician 
Da vies gave the shock. It was a volt- 
age of 1,70(>. aliniit the usual strength, 
Miul was cdiitinued for four seconds. 
Then it was lowered to 200, and main- 
taiiieil for liftv-si.x seconds. When the 
current wall sliiit off, Dr. IrvUie, prison 
phvsieian felt her neck, where there was 
a slight pulsation of the arteries. But 
the woman was dead and those physic- 
ians wlio saw the electrocution and ex- 
amined the body afterwards gave it as 
their opinion that death had been instan- 
taneous. 1,1 

After a brief interval a second slic.eK 
was given. Those who stood around did 
not even hear a respiratory moan, but a 
little froth oozed from the lips. 'I'lie 
Toltnge was the same as in the hist 
shook and again lasted four seconds. It 
was gradually diniini.slicd to 20(1 and j 
wliiMi the current was shut off the body 
sank hack (ptietly in tollie chair. The 
lower limbs had stiffened soinewhiit, but 
tlu'rc was bardlv a mark whore the elec- 
trodes had lieen. There the wimian lay. 
her fni-e just as she had wall;ed into the 
death house, impassive, calm, with sim- 
l)lv tightly drawn lips. 

Till- body remained in the chair until 
lifter I lie witnesses had liled out of the 
eliMinher when it was removed to the 
aiito|)sv tiilile where 11n> auto|isy was 
eiiiidue'ted behind elosed doors, no one 
lieing ])ermilteil to hi' jireseiit exeeiit the 
operating surgeons. Or. Irvine, Dr. Me- 
Keiiiia. and Dr. .Teiinie Oritlln. The re- 
|iort is sealed and is not made iiiiblic at 
present. Later iu the day the body was 
taken to an undertaking establislunent 
and emb!ihiie<l. It was shipped to-tiight 
10 New .Jersey. The precaution regard- 
ing the auloiisy report was taken uioroly 
because of the intense interest- aroused 
regarding the sanity of Mrs. Place. 

Those w)io have been with her from 
beginning to end say she was a per- 
fe(.'tlv sane 'woman. She was ]r.-epared 
for lier death early this morning by Rev. 
Dr. Onle, and she said to hlro: "I will 
meet my death bravely. I will put my 
trust In Gotl." She was ready when tlie 
wardeii visited her at 10:55. She hml 
Mxid bood-hye to Mrs. Sage, who had 
been kind to hor, with tears in her eyes 
and to bier attoiulants. and there was not 
a word spoken during the death morcli. 
It whs from the top floor of the old hos- 
pital building in the enstera part of the 
.yard, a distance of five or six' hundred

.A. vessel destined for the Kruser should 
ijick up her pilot outside the line of the 
limit of the port of New Westminster as 
described on page 8, pilotage by-laws;

for gulf pilotage, the pilot will hoard the 
vessel in lloyiil Ituuds or oil the harbor 
of Victoria if the vessels should be pro- 
ceeding direct but In the latter case there 
will be the extra charge from llace 
Itocks or Hoyal lioads as laid down 011 
page 10. Foreign vessels engaged ui 
Klondike trade do pay pllotftgc. The 
Mauauensc not being registered in Can- 
ada, is. liable to pilotage." Secretary 
Johnson was instiuctea 10 write to the 
miuisier of murine asking that the fol- 
lowing by-law be sanctioned: "The 
pilotage authority shall have power un- 
der this bj'-law to make such arrange 
mcuts from time to time concerning the 
pilotage of steamers making regular 
a-ips between pons in the Yale aud New 
Westminster pilotage districts, aud ports 
in the slate of Washington and the toi;- 
litory of Alaska, as to them may appear 
necessary and expedient in the interests 
of trade and commerce."

Fear That Porcupine Will Be Cov- 
eted Next— Negotiations for 
Temporary Boundary.

Washington, March 20.— Some import- 
ant Btatemeuta concerning the Alaskan 
boundary lino situation are given in «»f- 
iicial corresDoudence now on tile at tho 
state dcpartinent, stateineuts which have 
never before boon made public. Gover- 
nor Brady iu the latter part of Febru- 
ary called uttoutiou to what he con- 
sidered a tlireateuing condition of affairs. 
Ou February 21 Governor Brady who 
was here had a conference with both Sec- 
retary Bliss, who was theu just leaving 
the cabinet, aud Secretary Hay, iu which 
he urged that the tiggrcssive acts of the , 
Canauiaus be promptly met. He sub- 
mitted n formal note of warniug of iia- 
peuding trouble aud , the possibility «f 
bloodshed: The note was considered at 
the nest cabinet meeting... On February. 
2;j, thc.recorda shovir, the GoTcriibr'. sulir- 
mitte<l 'a formal cpmiuuniciitiou to the 
secretary of the Interior iu which lie 
speaks of the hitter" feeliug aloug tho line, 
making the presence ' of troops, in his 
ooiniou, imperative. ' Among other things, 
Governor Bnuly said' in his letter: ' "-vj 

"The Caundisins, from our way of look- 
ing at mutters, have constantly shown a 
sjnrit of aggression so far as the bound- 
ary line is coneerned. This is showJl 
ii> three instances. There is a point 
upou the Stikine which for years hus 
been regarded as upon the boundary lin«. 
Thousands of miuers have passed up 
and down the river. Merchants have 
done immense business and this was al- 
ways recognized as the boundary line.- 
Au American citizen is operating a 
quartz ledge, six miles below the recog- 
nized boundary. The Canadian ollieial.s 
have gone dowo six miles below hiui, 
thus making a gap of twelve miles. They • I. 
comi>el him to pay duties on his supplies 
which be carries in to operate this ledge. 

"Last year in Febr.jary tin order went 
out to the customs oHicial of the Mount- 
ed Police to move from the recoguiziMl 
siiitiouii OP the boundary lines to the 
summit of the pass. Our people had ub 
uotilication of such intention, but they 
made tho move and some of our citi- 
zens wore at that time in favor of going ; 
up and c'ompi>lling them to move back 
by force, but when I was souuded upou 
it, of cotirse, 1 peremptorily forbade any 
such act. ■■ , 

I took the trip' to the summit of QMl- 
coot pass and fwind the British flag Dy- 
ing there and custom officials collecting 
duties from all who had their gooils 
piles up diere on the snow. 1 asked the 
olUcer in charge by what authority he 
had removed from the lake to the sum- 
mit and he replied by the ccimuaiid 01 
his superior olliccr. Now, our oustonis 
officials at Skagway have uot recogniaed 
those linos so far as sending convajB 
over with British goods. The convoj«; I 
got compensation from the persons they 
convoyed as far as I^og Cabin, the imiul 
from "which the British moved fo the- 
ummit of X\w AV'hito pass. Kecently the-.' 
news has reached us hero that two con- 
voys were imprisoned, for undertakiiig 
to continiio to convoy as far as Log ■ 
Cabin, for two days. 

"Late last iiutuiiiu gold diggers xvere 
discovered on u creek called Poroniiine- 
reek, which is a tributary to the Chiicut 
river, which is uj) on the third trail, viz: 
tho Daltoii or Ohilcat trail. These dls- • 
covories ,Tro la-ovoii to very rich and they 
are very close to tho tliirty-niilo limit, . 
where also wo always have regarded the 
boniulary line. The claims have been.. 
worked "during the winter and tho peopfc :, 
iitislied with their richness aud n>any-;., 
men have gone in with stocks of gooai* 1, 
and iiroposo to stiut in business with tbe'.j 
s|ie( t of a lively mining season. TbiK' , 
immigration has been exti^nsive from" the 
fact that a few week ago the parliament' 
of Briti.sh Columbia passed an alien j act, ^ 
wliieh woidd throw, part of the- intended 
immigration into the Atlin 'Country iiito 
tho IJorcupine district instead. The ag- 
gressiveness which has been shown on 
the Stikine and the passes would impel 
the Canadians to move down and claiiu 
this country as belonging to tliem. I 
think 1 know the Lomper of our people 
and fwl sure in saying that if such a 
step is attempted on the part of tlfc> Can- 
adians, conllicl will ensue. This danger 
is so imminent that I doom it wise that 
our troops in Alaslia be ordered «o tuhe 
possession of these lines and niaintdln 
our sovereignty over the soil. I see.^ii^. 
other steii for us to take if we want to 
avoid a conllict with ;<reiit Britain.

SEATTLE OIIUKCH BURNED. 

Sacred Heart Edifice Completely Div- 
Ptroycd Through Action of 
Incoudinries. 

Seattle, March 20.— The Catholic 
(»hnrch of the Secrod Heart, conducted 
by the Hodeniptorisf fathers, one of the 
lincii h.Mises (if worship in the city, was 
totally destroyed by fire early yesterday 
morning, entailing a loss estimated at 
from ,'i!2.">.()00 to $30,000. There is hardly 
a doubt that the flames were started by 
tlie tdrch of an incendiary. 

Tlie church was a large brick struc- 
ture In a Gothic style of areiiilertiire and 
Htood on the northeast corner of Sixth 
avenue and Bell street, covering alimist 
an entire lat 00x120 feet. Thoiigli its 
exterior was plain, no expense had been 
apared in the interior decorations and 
furnishings, which were on a scale of 
lavish magnificence. To-day only the 
four bnrc windowless woJIs remain 
stjinding. 

'I he Ihunes were first noticed breaking 
through the roof at the rear end of the 
building nt about 3 o'clock, and reported 
by the policeman on duty in the neighbor- 
hood. When the firemen arrived they say 
there was no hope of saving the church. 
The fire was raging in the rear, sweejiing 
through the chancel, consuming the thre<' 
impo.sing altars with its lierce breath, 
and roaring up through the rafters and 
along the ceiling toward the front of the 
building. The priests estiniale the loss 
on the church hulliling and its enntciiN 
at from .•};2ri,00n to .H;;!0,I)I)0, partially in- 
sured. The priests' residence was dam- 
aged to the extent of about $2,000, fullv 
insured. The church will be rebuilt at 
once.

Such is tlie astounding infoniiation 
brought by each of a large jiarty of Daw- 
soniaus arriving here by the steamer 
Danube last night, the last of whom left 
the Klondike capital us recently as Feb- 
ruary 'ill- Tbcy bring "extras" of the 
Xuggel and Ihe Jliiier with tliem, too, in 
corroboration of their strange story, aud 
they have the oOleial authentication of 
United States Consul McCook that he 
will represent the facts to Washington 
without delay. 

Brielly liie facts are these, according 
lo (i. A. \\'ulfinaii, of I-iVaiisville, liid., 
J. T. Hutches, of Chicago, and Frank 
Gumther, of Bufl'alo— u trio who have in 
the past season beeu among the most for- 
tunate of the Hunker creek claim own- 
ers and,, who are just now la this city. 

On the 18th of Febraary a party of 
Russian Finnu who bad been working 
at the headwaters of McQuestin creek, 
100 miles east of Dawson, reached that 
city in a state of considerable excite- 
ment. They inquired first for a Russian 
olllcial, and snbseiinently waited upou 
United States Consul McCook, to whom 
tlu'y made the statement formally that 
while prospecting in the locality desig- 
nated, tliey had accidentally stumbled 
upon a monument of stone many years 
I'f age, and bearing a partially elTaeed 
iiiscrii)tion. 

The antiquity of the remarkable evi- 
dence of man's fonncr prcseiiei} in this 
remote land led the discoverers to iu- 
vestigato with cure, and they finally 
made out the half-obliterated letters to 
be Russian characters — the only language 
of which they had a knrjwlcdgo. 

Pursuing their researches still further. 
Iliey were amazed to liiul that tlie.v had 
unearthed one of the hoiindarj- mounds 
set 11]) by surveyors long before the foot 
hold of the Czar upon the American 
continent was relinquished. 

The ningnitnde of their discovery did 
not at first present itself to the discov- 
erers- As soon QH they reali/.od, how- 
ever, that the location of the old bound- 
ary, here 100 miles to the cast of Daw- 
son, meant that the wliole of the great 
Klondike gold bolt helongcHl not to Great 
Britain but to Russia, and therefore as 
a senuence bclnnp.'< not to Canad.a but 
to the t'uited States, they lost no time 
in cnrr.ving the news to Dawson. 

Thiited States Cnnsiil McCook and 
C"mniisfiioner Ogilvie heard their report 
attentively and a joint commission was 
at once arrniiged and sent by them to 
investigate and report. The intelligence 
was received in Dawson on the IStli 
of Februarj'. and it was anticipated that 
the experts on the committee, led by the 
Finns to the scene of their find, would 
hp back in Dawson in three weeks from 
that date. 

It is not unnatural that the news 
should have made a sensation in the 
whole Upper Yukon region.

Dontolition of Kverytluiig in Its Path 
and Great Loss of Life.

Th 
Boundary district can no lonKcr plciiil 
that it will have no railway fnciliti 
iinloas Mr. Corliin, or whoever ho may 
represent, is allowed tu come in with a 
railway, for the O. P. B. will have its 
line runnins into the city during the com- 
Inn snmmcr. 

The Oorbin project is in no sense of 
the word one for the development of 
Briash CJolnmbia or tor the promotion of 
British Oolumbia business. To call 
road, that simply crosses the boundary 
and runs along to tlie north of it in two 
places, ouch about 15 miles long, a de 
velopment road, is to misuse the Ian 
guage. The facta of the case are that 
there is an imp'ntant mine in the state 
of Washington at what is called llo 
public. It is ti producing mine. It i: 
withi nt railway communication. Speak 
iiig in regard to the probability of hi: 
coimtructlng a railway to Bepublic as a 
branch of the Great Northern, President 
Hill of that road said to the editor of 
llie Sratrle Times a tew weeks ago, and 
the editor printed tlie statement in his 
IHlpcr, that there was not enough busi- 
ness nt Republic to warrant the constnic- 
liou of a railway to that point, because 
there would bo no ore to haul away, and 
iho passenger and merchandise business 
wo\ild not be suffleieut to Iteep a railway 
going. If a railway is to be built from 
Marcus in the state of Washington to 
Kcpnblic in (he state of Washington it 
amst he so located as to secure the haul- 
ing of orf, or no one will put up the 
monoy. Wo arc told that Mr. Corbin is 
a very public spirited gentleman, and 
simply wants permission to build rail- 
ways without asking for a siibsidy; but 
Ihis ronneclioM with the I^oundary coun- 
try, which he lusks parlian\ent to give 
him, is his subsidy. With this he can 
go (o the money market and flnanoo the 
railway. Without it lii; cannot. That is 
lo sny tho Board of Trade is to be askoil 
(o-iiay lo lend it.t aid to hand over to tho 
Oorbin project the hiiulage of the Bound- 
ary Creek ores in order that he may bo 
iiUlo to induce financiers to put up tiio 
niiiney to build a railway from Marcus 
In Uopublic. This will be a development 
railway for a portion of the state of 
Washington, and its construction will bo 
jnadc possible by what is equivalent to a 
direct bonus from tho province of Brit- 
isli Columbia. 

Wo have an illustration of how Mr. 
Corbin's projects dovolop Briitsh Colum- 
bia in the Bed Mountain railway. T'his 
road extends far enough into this prov- 
ince to roach the ores of Bo.ss!an(l. We 
do not deny that it is .m advantage to the 
people of Kossland to have a standard 
gauge railway running into the city con- 
nected with the transcontinental lines, 
but wo fail to see what advantage it is 
to Rossland, Trail, or British Columbia 
gcaerally to have the ore from the Lo 
Hoi'., mine hauled to Northport to be 
smelter. It may be some convenience 
to Victoria to be able to ship goods into 
Roijsland hy way of Spokane, bat the 
amount of gooiis we would be able to 
send into the Trail district if tho ores 
were all smelted in this province, wouUl 
be far greater than it is now. 

We are all desirous of seeing tlio smell- 
ing of ores carried on in this province. 
TliiTc is talk (if putting on an export duty 
to keep the ores in the province. We 
• have all exhausted our ingenuity in en- 
deavoring to devise ways and means by 
which tho ores can be kept at Ikuuo to bo 
hmolted. so that l:il)or may lie oniployoil 
and a home market may be created for 
JiUpplies of all kinds. < Aud yet the busi- 
ness men of Victoria are to be asked to- 
day to endorse a ))rrtjcct that never 
would havo Ikmmi hoard of if it were not 
that its promoters hope to be nble to take 
•orC{( out of this province to smelt in

the effect of the cqptemplated,, railway 
upon the city and the prbviijce at large. 
\ like number of gentlemen in any other 
walk of life might as well undertake to 
give expression to the desires of their 
fellow citizens on any subject that can 
be suggested. 

The Colonist opposed the Corbin cahr- 
ter last year and nothing has boon ad- 
vanced in tho meanwhile to lead it to re- 
gard its course at that time as 'an error. 
The railway policy of British Columbia 
favored by this paper is one that devel- 
ops British Columbia and will contribute 
as much as possible to the advancoment 
of the interests of our provincial nu'rcan- 
tile centres. There may bo somolhing 
provincial in this view, but this is a pro- 
vincial matter. Supjjortod by this paper, 
tho Icgislafiire has pledged tho credit of 
the province and contributed largely of 
its resources to provide the Boundary 
Creek country with railway accommoda- 
tion, and wo are averse to anything that 
will intorforo with the working out of 
that, by diverting tho trade of an im- 
portant district to Spokane in the state 
of Washington, 

What is the Corbin charter? It is for 
tho construction of a railway that will 
open any portion of lirilisli ColunibiaV 
It is not. It is simply a project intended 
for no other purpose than to drow away 
from British Columbia the trade that will 
be doveloi)0(l largely because of tho con- 
struction of railways within tho province 
The Corbin riiilway. as it is called, is a 
Washington enterprise, having both iti 
termini in that state, but its promoters 
\vish to extend the line into this prov 
inco, where they may think it most con 
venient, not to open n single square mil 
of territory, but only to complete for th 
carrying trade and divert as much as 
possible of the supply trade to a foreign 
city. From a Canadian, provincial and 
Victoria standpoint we think that to 
permit tlio construction of such a lino 
would be a serious error. If tho promot- 
ers of the Mac intended to construct a 
development road, the case would be 
(luijo different, b\it they propose nothing 
of that kind. They do not intend to 
build a mile of dovolopmont road. They 
will build so niucli and no more as will 
enable them to oarry away as much as 
possible of the trade to be bidlt up in 
this province. Such a project as this 
ouglit not to receive any suiiport in Brit- 
ish Columbia. Wo shall take occasion 
to make further references to tliis mat- 
ter, the intention of this article being 
only to deny the authority of the mem- 
bers of the city council to voice the sen- 
timents of tlio people of Victoria, and 
give a few reasons why tho proposa' 
referred to cannot be defended from n 
British Columbia st andpoint. 

KAIL TO THE NORTH, 

The Colonist fails to see why the agita- 
tion for tho construction of a railway to 
the north end of Vancouver Island 
should have led the Times to make an 
attack upon the B, & N. railway. We 
quote the closing paragraph of its article, 
so that there may bo no question of mia- 
represontation. The Times say 

Tlio E, I'v: X. K. was probably more 
hcaviiy sulisidizcd tlian any other lin 
Canada, It received for tho road con- 
structed about 2."'),(in0 acres of land and 
.^lO.tMlO cash per mile .Most ot the land, 
it is true, is wortlUoss for agricultural 
purposes, but tho coal and other minerals 
and tho timber are of incalciUablo vahie. 
The terms of tlio land grant wore such 
tliat the company have been able lo keep 
th(> belt in the condition in wliich they 
rec(!ived it. Settlement has boon n?- 
tardod, prospecting anil mining liavo been 
lirohibiled. and industries of any kind 
have boon practically forbidden. The 
Island railway bolt has no evidences of 
progress lo show for its 1.") years of ad 
ministration liy tho E. & N. B. Co, 
This result is not what was contem 
plated by the legislature of British Gol 
umbia; and we submit that in consider- 
ing tho (]ncstion of further public aid the 
E, & N. R. Co. will come to parliament 
with a much stronger case if it will 
agree to cancel the old bargain. Lot it 
give back to the crown all tho unsold 
land within the railway belt, and it will 
then be in a position to ask for liiiaiicial 
assistance, with some hope of receiving 
it, for any extension of its present road 
that may be considered in the public in- 
terest. 

This has no conceivable bearing upon 
tlie subject under discussion. The E. & 
N. railway may or may not have been 
unduly subsidized. It is a matter of 
history that notwithstanding tlio subsidy 
it would have been impossible to havi; 
got any one to build the road if the late 
Hon. Robert Dunsmuir had not, with 
liis customary enterprise and public 
spirit, taken tin? project in hand, after 
(lersonai solicitation from tho Marauis of 
l.orne, then Governor-General. As to 
the use which the company has made of 
its lands, wo have on the one side the 
statoineiit of the Tiinc's, and we have on 
the other side the facts. The sottle- 
niout of the land has not been retarded 
by any act of the railway company, 
wliich lias more to gain liy its lands being 
occupied than any one else. I'roapect- 
iiif and mining have not iieoii proliibit(!(i. 
Whc'ther the policy of the company has 
or has not retarded the settlcinent of its 
lands may be a matter of opiuion; but 
whether prospecting and mining have 
lioen prohibited is a matter of fact, and 
the fact is quite contrary to tho state- 
ment of tho Times, There is no neces- 
sity, to repeat what has already appeared 
m these columns as to the freedom of 
action accorded to prospectors on the 
railway lielt and the manner in wliioh 
the requests ot nil actual minors have 
been met. It is sufficient to say thiit it 
is untrue, and has been proved to be 
untrue, that the company has in any way 
retarded prospectors or miners, not to 
speak of prohibiting them from engaging 
in their work. The demand that the 
E, & .\, railway company should agree 
.to surrendct-;iitS4]a|^d;.grant'.as a condi- 
tion procotl'ohi: to the ijxtfetislon of nny aid 
towards the construction of a railway 
to tli(> north end of the iHlnnd is sub- 
atuntially equivalent to a refusal to sup- 



fore. Senator, ;TeiDpleman. and the Times 
in this position: ■ • r- ■ " " ' ' 

They are ready to advocate the grant- 
ing a subsidy for the construction of a 
line of railway to develop the northern 
three-quarters of- this Island only on the 
condition that the B. & N. railway com- 
pany shall hand back to tho province all 
its unsold lands. As there is not tho 
sliglitOBt probability that the company 
will do anything of the kind, and as it 
would bo a highly unreasonable thing on 
the part of tho Dominion government to 
propose any such condition, this is equiv- 
alent to a declaration that the proposal to 
for federal aid for such a railway 
will not receive the support of the Times 
or Senator Templcman. It is well to 
have learned this, for next to knowing 
who are one's friends, it is satisfactory 
tci know who are one's enemies, 



LIQUEFIED AIR. 

New experiments with liqueBed air 
give promise that this product may have 
a revolutionary effect upon our civiliza- 
tion, oven greater tli.au tho invention ot 
tile steam eiigiiio and the application of 
electricity to mechanical purposes. If 
li(iiioliod air is placed in a specially con- 
structed "boiler" it will boil M-itliout any 
other licat than that derived from tho at- 
mosphere anil will drive an engine- This 
lias been demonstrated by actual experi- 
ment on a small 8cale» and there seems 
to he no reason why i\, will not be equal- 
ly snccessfnl on a large scale. But in 
order that liquefied air may lie use<l as 
a motive [Kiwer for machinery moans tor 
its production must be provided, 'which 
will not necessitate the use of other 
power. We all know that electricity for 
inoclinuical luirposes is, like steam, pro- 
duced by the consumption of coal or 
.lome other fuel. In most of the experi- 
ments for Uie production of liquefied air, 
the requisite pressure has been obtained 
by the use of a steam engine, and it is 
evident tliat if this is the only way in 
which it could be produced, the sphere 
of its ajiplication w&iild be limited, for 
it would in the majority of cases be bet- 
tor to use tho .steam direct for tho pro- 
duction of pr>wer, than to employ it to 
make liquefied air and thou ii.so tlio liipiid 
for a motive power, Tho more machin- 
ery used. the greater the friction to be 
overcome and friction means loss of 
power. No device has ever yet boon 
eiiiployod in practice by which there is 
greater power providetl for use in the 
last stage of its application than tliere 
was at the beginning: but on the con- 
trary there is always a loss. Liquefied 
air appears to furnish an exception 
tliis rule, although it does not do so in 
point of fact. It has been found that nu 
engine driven by, say, Kl gallons of lique- 
fied air will produce, say, 50 gallons, 
Tliis seems a contraiiiction, for it is im- 
possible that tlie releasing of the i>owcr 
stored in 10 gallons should be sullicient 
lo store up 50 gallons. It is like tlio old 
liroposition of lifting oneself hy Uie 
bootstraps. In the making of liquefied 
air another olemont conies into play be- 
sides the mere force of tho released air. 
The modus oi)erandi is not very well un- 
derstood, but it seems that there is an 
automatic production of tho liquid due 
to tho action of ordinary atmospheric 
pressnro comliinod with tlie extreme cold 
produced by the applied agency. The 
"wliy" of the Operation is not very 
material; the fact of its taking place be- 
ing all tliat is important. Tho great 
thing is that in using liquefied ai: 
niaki' liquefied air a surplusage is credit- 
ed: tliat is. if a boat were to leave Vic- 
toria for Port Angeles with a tank full 
of liquefied nir to drive lior engine, she 
would .arrive at her destination with at 
least as much on liand as when slie start 
Oil. This seems like an inipossilnlity, but 
demonstration is worth more than tlioory, 
and yet even in this extraordinary mat- 
ter a snfflcient theory can be advanced 
to support tho proposition. It is simply 
a iMiiiit of curious interest, for tho only 
important fact in the case is that the 
thing can be done. What it implies is 
beyond the limit of invagination. If it 
is possible to develop power from tin 
mo.sphere at a merely nominal exjionse, 
wo shall ivitiiess such things as n iooo 
motive drawing a train witliout the con 
sumption of a pound of fuel and getting 
its motive power from tho air, a ship 
plowing through the 'ivaves witliotit sails 
or steam, stationary- machinery driven 
without tall chimneys pouring fortli 
smoke, and an innumerable muiiber of 
other innovations, which are now hardly 
conceivable. A writer on the subject 
sums up the possibilities of liquefied 
in a nutshell by saying: "Think what 
our civilization will be like when power 
costs nothing."

dates from 1809, when it was ceded by 
Sweden, and wna erected into a grand- 
duchv governed hy ita own parlia- 
ment, the Czar heiug the Grand Duke, 
llie prcKeiit uiovenieiit is in the direction 
of the extinction ot Finnish home rule 
and the substitntion of Russian auto- 
cracy for parliamentary government. It 
will prohahly succeed, for Finland is not 
strong enough to resist, and no outside 
nation is likely to interfere. But tho 
people -will not submit passively to the. 
suppression of their free institutions, and 
tho sueces.s which has attended the set- 
tlement of the Mennonites and the Giili- 
cians in Canada, and the exodus of the 
Douldiobors will undoubtedly have a 
very potent induence in determining the 
goal to which the cxpatriatcil Finland- 
era will turn their steps.

She 
spoke of thi' rescue w'o.rk of the society, 
refi-rrinir not only to that done in the 
riiiled St.'itcs. but also at borne in Vii?- 
toria. and concluded with a touching 
reference to the grand work done by Ihe 
late ^liss I'^ranccs AVillard. Mrs. Rax- 
ter has been a mendier of tin? W. V,. T. V. 
for 20 years, and has a l.'irge oxiierieiice 
in many deiiartmenfs. It is largely 
through her inllnence that the national 
^V. C. T. U. is to meet in Seattle next 
October. ; 



It is a trite tliough somewhat wora 
saying that a calm not infrequently pre- 
cedes a storm, and " by the same token," 
as the Irishman would say, it must not 
be concluded from the intense quiet in 
political circles that all is peace and con- 
tentment in the government fold, and 
the Jlartin lion and Somlin lamb have 
lain themselves down to slumber in 
mutual love and admiration. 

Indeed, there is a whisper in the wind 
that quite reverse conditions exist, and 
that a crash cannot long be averted in 
the cabiuct. How it comes about is said 
to bo this: That office of fifth minister 
has not yet boon filled, and inasmuch as 
sun<lr>- of the faithful remember with 
watering mouths that all this time a sal- 
ary of iji.OOO is wasting its sweetness, 
the Premier and the triple-otncod Mr. 
Cotton have recently expressed a desire 
to see the portfolio awarded. 

But Hon. Mr. Martin was in Vancou- 
ver — at the "head olhce" — and as nothing 
can be done without Hon. Mr. Martin, 
bis ret\irn was awaited with anxiety. 

Finally the Attorney-General did come 
buck, and a meeting of the executive 
council was promptly called for 4 o'clock 
the same afternoon. Hon- Mr. Martin 
knew of the time and place of meeting, 
of course, l)Ut found that it conflicted 
with his plans for a drive, and .would 
therefore have to be sacrificed. 

The other members of the government 
assemliled. waited without result for 
Hon. .Toseph— and adjourned. 

Then it was concluded to try again 
Saturday evening. Again the same re- 
sult. 

Whether the Attorney-General will 
deign to attend any meeting that may 
hereafter he called to choose for him 
•■uiother colleague remains to he seen 
He alone knows. 

l'''roiu the above little incidents it is 
evident that his colleagues in the goveruh 
nieiil do not understand the system to 
he used in dealing with the autocratic 
.Vttorncy-tJeiieral as well as does Mr. 
K. W. Deans, late provincial constable 
luiil general government factotum in the 
Rouiidary country- 

Mr? Deans is one of the gentlemen who 
has sulTered through the inauguration of 
Ihe Martin method of statecraft — i 
reduce salaries and whittle down ex- 
pense accounts of civil servants. 

Mr. Deans had sent down certain 
vouchers, amounting in all to $120, and 
those vouchers had been returned unpaid, 
hy direction of the Attorney-General, 
^vho appears to carry his fondness for 
repudiation even into siAall things. Mr. 
Deans i.s n man who believes in personal 
interviews as greatly facilitating the 
settlement of disputes, so he packed his 
valise and came to Victoria to talk it 
over with Hon. Mr. JIartin. 

This morning he returns to his home in 
^lidway satisfied, the claims at first re- 
inidialed having licen settled in full. 
How he won his case is itself quite in- 
teresting- He declines just at present to 
tell rhe whole story, but the elima.x; be 
describes simply, yet eloquently. 

He called upon Hon. Mr. Martin at bis 
(h'partniental olllees and asked if he (the 
.\ttorn('.v-( Jeueral) was going to have (be 
vouchers paid. 

Hon. ^Ir. Martin said nay. 

'■ Vou won't pay them'?" said Mr. 
Deans. 

'■ ^^'e'll give you .?") to dispose fif the 
mailer," said the Attorney-General. 

" Five iliillars!" repeated the man from 
.Midwav in amazement — " five dollars for 
-■si 21)!" 

The balance, Hon. Mr. Martin ex- 
plained, was to be charged to the visitor, 
lieeausc bo h.ad left his office without 
pcrniission. This made the latter angry, 
not unnaturally, and he addc<i: 

" U'lien I suppose to get my money I 
should have to proceed by a petition of 
right?" 

Hon- Mr. Martin acquiesced, and Mr. 
Deans conUnuod: 

•' And if I got a petition of right would 
you endorse it'/" It must bo romem- 
iiered that Hon. Mr. Martin said in the 
house that any one having a claim 
against the government might have per- 
mission to press their claims in the 
courts. 

The Attorney-General thought for a 
moment and then observed that he didn't 
consider himself bound to say whether 
he would or not. 

Mr. Deans was mad all through by this 
time, so coming two steps right front he 
advanced a new and thoroughly Western 
argument: 

■' There won't be any petition about 
tiiis, Joe Martin," he said; "you'll have 
those vouchers paid, and quick, too — or 
I'll take .'j;i20 out of your bide." 

Mr. Deans— by way of explanation— is 
a big man whoso arguments in a per- 
sonal adjustment of differences are apt 
to be very convincing. The Attorney- 
Gi'ueral took note of this, and suddenly 
d( Veloi)ed a new interest in the case. It 
might be that there was some mistake, 
lie admitted— he would liHik into the 
matter. 

.As a result (he vouchers were paid yes- 
terday, and .Mr- Deans goes honu^ satisi- 
lied. This does not, howev(!r, dispose' of 
a very serious ipiestion to the people of 
British ( 'oluniliia. Of coursi', the ac- 
counts niusi have been correct, or in- 
stead of ordering them paid the Attor- 
iicy-lienei-.al would have simply called a 
policeman to remove the claimant. And 
liciiig correct, ba.s it come to such a pass

LuHt erening'a meeting of the city 
council lasted until close on H o'clock, 
there being a lot of business to dispose 
of. 

Mr. Joshua Duvics, chiiinuiiu of the 
Biiecial coinmittee of the board of diree 
tors of tbe Jubilee hoypitiil, enclosed the 
correspoadencc betwcea tbe board and 
Mr. Mobun, C.E., respecting the surfnee 
draiuugo of the hospital groundH. The 
intention of the cuiiuoil \vas tu lay 
15-iueh pipe drain Ihiough tlie hospital 
grounds to tal^e the place of the present 
open ditch and to replace the box drain 
on Uadboro Bay roatl by u new one fur a 
dittauce of 1,-1;jO feet. Mr. -Moluiu wiis 
asked if it would interfere with his drain- 
age scbeiue. He replied that the drains 
propuned would not prevent the surface 
water from the west from lluoding the 
ground^;. In a previous eommunieatioii 
Mr. Mobun said: "It must be distinctly 
understood that unless the Uow of out 
side water is intercepted the ground can 
nut be utilized for sewerage irrigation-"

KINSHIU MAKU AUUIVES. 

'I'he Nippon Yusen Kaisha steamship 
Kinshiu Maru reached Victoria from the 
Orient, via Honolulu, on Sunday night 
about 9 o'clock, staying in port until 
noon yesterday- The steamer was 18 
days making Honolulu, having encoun- 
tered terribly lieavy weather en route, 
and tbe trip being made further dreary 
by the death of a .lapaiicse passenger, 
whose remains wen' given the usual 
burial at sea. i'"or Honolulu the 
Kinshiu Maru had ."'i28 .lapanese emi- 
grants, who, with others in large num- 
ber, have lieen leaving .Japan to work on 
the Hawaiian sugar plantations. For 
Victoria the sliip brought 12 Chinese 
and 1 .laiianese passengers, and 27 tons 
of matting. She had a very light cargo, 
consisting of 1,300 tons, her 'tween 
decks having iieen taken up in the fore 
part of the voyage by the Japanese pas- 
sengers. The most valuable freight in 
her hold was a shiiiinent of 400 tons of 
silk ill transit to New York.

SIfton's anitatorial BCCompliabmcntB, nuil 
admittlDK thnt lie can out-dance any other 
oiembcr of the cabinet, both In nlnililencm 
of foot, gracefulness of demeanor, ami 
viiriety of Btops, we are uo> sure that 
lilH other versatile attaluuioats are wortfiy 
of tlio Hn.-ne hl^h appreciation. Ills methods 
of couductinK his department are confefis- 
edly crude and expensive to the country, 
and Ills Idea of the dlstrib\itlon of patron- 
a(?e scarcely appeals to one's .sense ol 
right or Justice. However, the younR gen 
tienian Is sonietlnies not without a little 
diplomacy and shrewdness. In fact, the 
recent appointment of Mr. K. C. Miller, of 
Pembroke, Ontario, to a mining Inspector- 
ship In the Yukon, Incidentally displays 
coDBldcrablc tuct and discretion an hi-; 
part. Mr. Miller Is, or was, the editor of 
the Pembroke Observer, and It scarcely 
need be pjcntloned that the Observer Is a 
Htaunch Mberal organ. He went to the 
Klondike. Inst yonr In search of gold, but 
apparently found more scandal and <-orrui)- 
tlon than wealth In that reiaoti' region. 
At any rntc ho wrote back his cNperleneei 
If hlH paper, and they were of tlnil teiillile 
nature to arouse all his surplus Indlgna-- 
tlon and wrath. He was. lu' wrote, ckh- 
pelled to listen all summer to the uiost 
violent railings at the goveniinent and it) 
ofllelalH. who wi-re eluuged with outrage- 
<>us corruption, nud after reaching Dawson 
was fori'od to acknowledge the truth of the 
aicusallons. He had no hesitation In >le 
daring In his paper that If the goveru- 
nient "did not take strong and speedy 
steps to end the orgic thnt Is lu progr.'ss 
here they will not only have become part- 
ners In the dirt themselves, but shall have 
permitted th,> coutlnuiiuee of a system 
which must result lu very great nnanclal 
and moral Injury to the Dominion," and 
Mr. Miller added: 

"That the mining laws are being s?t 
a.'iidc on a colossal scale Is beyond all ques- 
tion, and tluit bare-faced brilcry is tlie 
rule of the day is equally certain." 

This Is a pretty strong arraignment of 
.Mr. SIfton and Ids oftlclals by a political 
filend-an arraignment that was, by the 
way, pooh-poohed by Jlr. SIfton and the 
government organs. But It exhibited signs 
of being no more than the precursor of 
even more forcibly mnrtlnlled facrts. The 
minister of the Interior, however, was e(inii' 
to the occasion. He discreetly sluit oil" 
further revelations of offlclal misdoing bv 
appeasing the righteous and Indignant 
wrath of the accusing editor with a good 
fat office. It was Mr. SIfton's Improved 
mode of stifling criticism and dlsarjuiag 
l-.o.'Jtlllty to himself. He has preeedenl 
for It: he worked it himself recently in 
Winnipeg with success, when tliere was an 
uprising against him. With this practice, 
the young Napolecn can now glide Into the 
affections of recalcitrant supporters witli 
the' same ease and efficacy that ever at- 
tended Sir 'Wilfrid's sunny ways. But Ifs . 
pretty expensive to the country. 

THB PACIFIC CABLE. 

From the Uontreal Star. 

Sir Standfard Fleming's scheme of a Pa- 
eI0c cable Is not being permitted to drop 
l»y the students of the theory of imperial 
defence In Britain. Mr. Archibald S, llnni 
has In the current Nineteenth Century aii 
article whieh ndght be condemned a.s 
"alarmist," If the facts set foiMli in it weie 
not both patent and notorious, in wliie<L 
he sliows that at the pri'seiit time iiie 
cable system of the l^midre is 1ti an e>:- 
<eediugly vulnerable (xinilillon. The Ira ; 
portance of s;;re cable rDiineetion during I 
.1 naval war has recenliy lieen underlined 
by llie occurrences or I he lute Spani.sli | 
Amerb'an stniggie; and it would I'o vi-ry ^ 
much more valuable to a great naval powei' 
like Great Britain than It was to either of 
these combatants. For Britain to be eu- 
otr from telegraphic communication with 
India and the Bast, for Instance, at the be- 
ginning of a war' with nny of the great 
powers— especially If her enemy were no; 
80 isolated from the possible field of batlle 
-might be a blow equivalent to the loss 
of a fleet. < 

Mr. Hurd points out that Hrltaln's cablc'> 
communication with tiie East depends t.> | 
day upon the safely of the lines running 
through the Mediterranean. He says tlni^ 
"the present commiiailer-ln-chlef of tin- j 
lirltisb army has eliaraeterlzcd dependence 
on these cables as 'unwise and suicidal;' " 
.md then gives tlie foiowlng flgurcs In sup- 
port of this contention: 

A cable can be grappled and cut at any 
dei)th up to 2,700 fathoms. How does th's 
bear on the Mediterranean? It Is separaied 
Into two basins by ridges that run oat 
from Gibraltar and from Sicily, where there 
Is only a depth of 200 fathoms, while the 
moan depth of tlie whole sea is only 7(IS 
fallioms. From liiese llgtircK it will 
understood that an eueniy would have >ii) 
iliflleulty in cutting these cables and tba.-i 
breaking off all communication to the ea.st 
ward and one of the cable lines to Soutli 
Africa. 

The other cable line to Soulh Af;ii;i 
Inuds at several rortnguesi' porls :inil f .v , 
under the flag of l^'ranee, 11 will bi" sei"i 



at once that Britain's cable connection with 
South Africa, India and the East Is held 
from hour to hour by the sulT ranee of othe.- 
powers. Sir Sandford Fleming's plan Is, 
of course, t(^ send out a cable system from 
the fortified iiort of Victoria, which 
would only touch at British territory, and 
connect Australia, India, South Africa and 
even the West Indies with Britain. Tlie 
cables themselves would lie safely at the 
bottom of the great oceans, and Brltalu 
i.'ould fight her fleets from the naval bead- 
quarters In London. The cost of the 
scheme Mr. Hurd puts at £0,000,000, whlcii 
he thinks very small when the benefits to 
be reaped are considered. The I'aclllc'llnl; 
would only cost £'J,()(K).nOO-the price or 
two first-class bati iesiiips. It would be in- 
teresting to know what the (lamulian gov- 
ernment Is doing about this matter now. 



THE PILOTAGE QXJlSSTION. 

I'rom the Westminster Oolnmhlah. 

Tlie pilotage tiuuation— wlicthor pilot- 
age it! British Columbia waters shall coii- 
tiuiio to be compnlHory. or shall lie iiiado 
optional— which lias been raised, us nntcd 
yesterday, by a move in Victoria to do 
' away witli c<iiiii)ulsory pilotage, was 
, lirielly di.seiissed at tlu' liourd of traiU 
iiu'i'tiiig last iiiglit. Wliik' no resolti- 
tioii was passed, tlie weiglit of opinion 
was evidently in favor of tlie pros 
(■(iiiiiiulsDry iiilolage being retaineil, as in 
tlie iiilerests of the liorl, tlioiigli it Wduld 
apiiear that it miglit lie in tlie interests 
of regular lumber sliippors, under certain 
cireMmstances. if tlie [)ilotage were op- 
tional. 

.Mr. O. (!. Major, one of the pilotage 
commissioners, was present at the meet- 
ing, and cxpn'ssed a ilesirc, wlien the 
matter was introduced, for a frei> expres- 
sion ol' opinion, for liis guidance at tlie 
iiieetiiig Id' the iiilotago board at ^■aIK•oll- 
vcr lo-inorrow at'teruooii at o'clock, 
which nu'cting will discuss anil probably 
settle this (|uestioti of compulsory or op- 
tional iiilotage tliat has been raised. 
Tlioiigli (Iccliniiig to give an express 
stalenieiit of bis views on the question 
until lie liad met willi the pilotage board, 
and had lieard ;ill tlie arguments on botli 
sides, Mr. >lajor, it was evident from 
incidental remarks, is porsoiially (iisposed 
towards the view that the present com- 
pulsory |>iIotngc system is in tlio inter- 
ests of British Columbiii ports. 

Si.'afnringr men nud steamboat captains 
of experience in this city, whose opinions 
liavo been obtained, it is important to 
nolo, are also in favor of compulsory 
pilotage, as in the interests of this and 
other ports? oi the province. The names 
of Captains Baker, Cooper and Power 
may be mentioned in this connection. 
The latter, who is harbor mnstpr of this 
port, exi>res;ed himself with unmistak- 
able einiihasis on the question tliis morn- 
ing to a Ooliimbiaii representative, in 
favor of coinpidsory pilotage, citing his 
own c>x|)erience as a sea captain, in en- 
tering a Cliiiiese river port, wlipre thi' 
bars shift frequently, and only a local 
man could be familiar, with the condi- 
tions. TIio conditions of this river being 
somowliat similar. Captain I'owcr is of 
tlie opinion that tlie doing away witlj 
compulsory pilotage would be a serious 
blow- at this iiort, and greatly raise the 
rate of insurance. 

As the sentiment in Vancouver, judg- 
ing from tlio press, is also practically 
unanimously in favor of cotiipuisory 
lulidage. there would not appear to lie 
very much doubt as to wliat action the 
pilotage board will ta Uu in the matter 
to-inorrow.

Feet ia Width— Large Blocks. 

Kuraloops Mining Record Correspondence. 

It would seem as If we were not even 
now nearliig the point of limit to which 
mining Is lll;cly to be extended In tbtd 
province, ns almost every day rtpOrts reach 
us of the discovery of a&otlier class of 
mineral In which there Is a recognized 
eoinmcrclal value, until now It embraces 
nearly every class of mineral known to 
commerce. In this article I will conllue 
myself to a class of mineral which 1 have 
every reason to believe Is destined In the 
ni;ir future to assume a proportion that 
will certainly place It lu the front ranks of 
the mineral wealth producers, not only of 
tills particular section, but of this mnr- 
velously ricli province. 

1 speak of tiiose mica leads which liave 
been fiiiiiHl to tlie north of us, in the Tete 
.Ituine Caclie section of the province, 'file 
exi.stence of this minernl lu large quanti- 
ties lu that particular section lias becu 
known for a number of years, but no 
doubt its very remote situation, tliu Inude 
iiuate means of access, which entails en 
orinous exiH'iise and hardHliips In getting 
into that country with sufllclent supplies 
with wliieli to Ihorouglily prospect tliose 
rugged nioniitaiiis through which I have 
traecHl this mineral, has hud a great deal 
lo do uiili Hie lack of Interest shown so 
far by our iirospectlng element In the In- 
vestigation of the occurrence of this min- 
eral. Difficult ns this country adudttedly 
is of access, In my bumble opinion, gained 
from actual expcricuce, the time has ar- 
i iv<'d when we may reasonably expect to 
see llfn Infused In this class of mining lu 
this province, and mIcA mining form au 
important part In our mining industry. 

Ill che past five years 1 have not only 
endeavored to become theoretically famil- 
iar witli this mineral, but I huve spent 
many summers In the mountains In wliieli 
it has been found In sires and quality of 
coiuniercial value, therefore feel myself 
qiialilli il lo speak Intelligenlly on the sub- 
ject of mica mining In British t>oiunibia. 

1 have also in that time visited otiier 
iocailfies ia wliioli mica lias been re|)orted 
to exist, Imt In no case have I been able 
to find the conditions sufllclentiy pro- 
nounced tn warrant tlie establlshiueut of 
the exlsteiire of the crystals In sizes of a 
commercial value. For that matter, mica 
crystals are found lu dimiuntlve bioclvs 
within 100 miles of Kamloops, but It is 
not of a class to which conmicrelal value 
Is attached, as mica dilTcrH from other min- 
erals ill this respect, tile size and qualily 
alone being tbi> standard of value. Tliese 
essentials arc found In the production of 
the veins met with In the range of moun- 
tains lu the 'Pete Jaune Cache section. In 
this range of mountains tlie mica crys- 
tals are found In regular, well-dellnrd 
leads, Willi a strike from soutlieast to 
arrthwest, dipping to the west. In these 
veins, which are known ns pegmntlte vel.*!, 
the mien blocks, generally wedge-shaped, 
nro set In the quartz In every conceivable 
manner, nnd therefore a great deal of care 
is necessary in mining out tbc blocks of 
crystal to prevent them being damaged. I 
finind In the rangq of motintclns a nuiu- 
Ipcr of veins carrying mica, but they do not 
all, by any means, show ti»e necessary en- 
couragement. Although I have pi'ospeit- 
ed a number of tbcm, yet mo'rc thnu one 
lias proved to contain crystals of a si/e 
sufficiently large to command a value re- 
munerative to the outlay necessary fo-.' 
mining nad placing It on the markel. 
These veins show a thickness of from 10 
tret to SO feet, nnd am traceable on the 
surface for a considerable distance. 

Tlio one on which I have caused the 
most work to be done produces crystals 
i>r I'Xt raordlnary si-/.i' and (inalily. Blocks 
of cryslMl liave been iditalned from this 
v(dn averaging In vvelglit from 2'> to ;itl(l 
pounds. 12 Inches thick nt the butt end. 

ng a surface face In the rougli avera- 
ging from I iiiclics by Ii inches to 'J2 inches 
by Ini'hes. anil have sipiared. clear, 

iiierebii iilable crystals from 'J laclies by .'> 
Inebes to 'JO ineli(>s by ;10 inches. These 
crystals have been tested both lu the elec- 
trical works in Seattle, Wiisli., and Mon 
treai. f'aniHln. against the India mien and 
the best mica iiroduced in the United 
States. Willi the result that tlie Ilritisli 
Columbia mica stands a very much higher 
percenlage of electrical volts than any 
mica now on the market, hence has been 
pronounced the best mica on the market 
of the world to-day. This mica ia what Is 
known as tlie "Muscovite," or white micii. 
It is transparent, tough and flexible, and 
the area ot Its occurrence Is extensive. It 
liiiving been traced for a number o' miles, 
ami the demand Is keeping pace witli tlie 
electrical appllnnces with this mineral. 
<;i>od (luality and large size felclies a fancy 
liriee; tlierel'ore from my Uniiwleilge of 
Hie extent of this mineral in lirKlsli Coliim- 
bill, ciiiipieil with its size, quality and ever 
iiicre.-isiiig demand, I have every reason to 
believe tliat, with a Utile improvement in 
llie existiiig means of communication, tliiir 
till' prodiiel of that seel ion will give em 
|)loyiiieiii to a large body of men for a 
greiil iniinv years to come, and form oni! 
lit Hie mosi important mining Industries of 
Ibis province.

The judgment oC the Supreme cfturt of 
Canada in the action of the C, P.. li. vs. 
McBryau was received froia Ottawa yes- 
terday. It reverses the judgment of the 
Full court oC Uriti.sh Columbia, which 
means in all probability that the case will 
now go to the liuul court of uppeal— the 
Privy Council of Great Britain. The 
case is tpiite a celebrated one, and the 
decision means much to the C. 1\ H. and 
the people living along the line of the 
railway.

NEW YOKK'S FIUE IIOIIHOR. 

Forty-Four the Number of Those Still 
Missing— Keiiioval of Debris 
Proceeds Slowly. 

New York, March 19.— Little progress 
was made to-day in reraoving the debris 
of the Windsor hotel fire in the effort to 
discover the bodies supposed to be buried 
there. All day long over 200 men labor- 
ed as much as the misty, muddy, steam 
iug mass of broken stones, twisted irou 
and crushed brick would admit. A 
heavy, stilling vapor arose continually., 
retarding progress and keejiiiig the work- 
<'rs for the most part away from the cen 
tre of tlie ruins. From Fifth avenue 
much of the debris that had fallen iuto 
the street had been cleared away and 
the men were able to reach a portion of 
tlie lirst lloor. What small portions of 
wall could be blasted down were levelled, 
but the great pillar of brick r.t the Forly- 
seveiitli street end still stood. I'p ti 
midnight no bodies had been discoverei 
iuid no more deaths from injuries receiv 
ed at the lire were reported from the hos- 
pitals, but a number of the injured were 
still in a serious condition. 

The death list reiiiajiis the same as 
yesterday— sixteen — and tlie list of miss 
ing has been reduced to forty-four, as a 
number of those previously unaccounted 
for reported in tierson, or have been lo- 
cal eil by frieiure. 

'i'lie only things found during the 
early part of the night weri.> a si't of 
artilicial teeth (ni a gold plate and sinne 
articles of clothing. By midnight the 
laborers had excavated back from the 
I'loiit building line and to the siib biise- 
ineut for .a distance of fifteen feet. 'J"he 
great value of jewels and jewellery in 
he wreck made the men work carefully. 
J:;ach shovelful of the refuse was ciue- 
fuUy examined before being placed in 
the carts. 

IV-night the persons living in the three 
houses nearest the wall on Forty-sev- 
enth struct were onlored out by 

the iiolice because of the dangiM- of its 
being blown down b.v the high wi.nl. 

One of the strange siglits of the ila.v 
to the police was the curiosity of llni 
crowd. Sightseers niunber thousands 
while da.vliglit lasts ami even after 
nightfall tlie number of idle visitors was 
uneiiinfortably large. 

Work was begun this inorning to de- 
nioiisli the fragmentary portions of walls 
on the east oiid north sides of the buriiod 
building, and later the immber of work- 
ers was reinforced and the work of re- 
moving the lubbish pushed as vigiu'ously 
lis was practicable. 

Till' cliiiiiney, eighty-live feet high, 
standing on the l•^^rty-sixtll street side 
(.f the ruins, near Fifth avenue, v,'iis 
blown uj) to-day. Thirty pounds of dy 
iianiite were placed under the base of 
the ehiiiiiiey and electricity was used to 
e.xjilode it. 

Siiiidce and steam still rise from the 
debris, and now and then tongues of 
llami'S shoot uj), even at thi.4 late hour 
after the lire. The worknien have been 
able to do a litth? siijierticial work. When 
they dig down a littli' way the debris is 
so hot that they are obligeil to move to 
another locality. During the day work- 
men were engaged in picking to pieces 
the six-story wall that is standing on the 
Fifty-seventh street side of the hotel 
sit(> in (trder to make the search in the 
ruins safe. 

The second eighty-five foot chimney 
was dynamited shortly after 3 o'clock 
this afternoon. The cxploBioil wrecked 
a number of plate glos^ windows and 
(lours in nearby residences. A large 
force of men wore at. work during the 
afternoon on what was the main en- 
trance to the hotel. It was expected 
that bodies would first be fpund there. 
V large amount of small articles, prin- 
cipally the pbrBonol property of guests 
was found. 
Daniel Sweeney, the emergency wreck- 
r of the building department, and three 
men had a narrow escape from injury 
and possibly death about H o'clock. The 
four men were on top of the six story 
wall which was still standing on the 
Fort.v-seveiith . street rear corii(>r of tlie 
hotel", tearing it down, A stifT nnrlhwest 
wind hleiv up and Sweeiu>y felt the wall

and Scott's battery, Slxtli artillery, com 
prising the dying coliDiui nailer comiiiMiui 
of Cen. Wheatoii, which liogiin oper.Uloiis 
against the rebels l:ist Monday, li.ive 
caiU'cd tliclr llrsl wick's operations with 
a splciulld achlcvoniciit, by wlilch the 
ciMintry between .Manila Hay iiiiii La:;an'i 
do Bay, as far snalli as a line drawn 
from Cuvlte to Lagana ile bay, was cleared 
(it the rebels. 

The enemy Is cstlmnted to have num- 
bered IJtW. The advance was made from 
Tagulg, one of the vIllaBCB on Laguna de 
Bay captured by Gen. Wheaton's troops a 
few d.-ijB ago, and the country to tlic souHi 
and southwest of that place was tliorongli- 
Iv sconrcd for a distance of llftcen miles, 
or to tlie town of San I'cdro de Tnnasoii. 
'Pen villages were Iminial and heavy losses 
liilllctcil on the I'^lUplnos. 

Gen. Wheaton eslliualcs that in tie- sev- 
eral en(,'ageincnts that have occarred dur- 
ing the week the rebels lost 'J.OOO men I'l 
killed, wounded and captured. 

Last (?venlng a mmilier of Insurgents, 
who hud sneaked iKirth along the west 
shore of Laguna de Hay, attacked a dc- 
tuchmeut of the Washington regiment at 
Tagulg. Companies M, B and B of the 
Twenty-second regulars were ordered lo 
the asDlstance of the volunteers, and they 
attacked the enemy from the ' south side 
of Pnslg river. The flghling lasted until 
. darkness set In, when the Filipinos re- 
tired. Our losses were twenty killed and 
wounded. Last night (!eii. Wheaton decid- 
ed to drive the enemy southwanl and at 
daylight tills morning the brlgatle, wlih 
the exception of a siaall garrison, which 
were left to guard TaKiilg and Paslg. was 
ordered to advance. The Twenty-Kceoiid 
regnlani, wltli two guns of Scott's battery, 
had the right of the line. The- Oregmi 
regiment was lii the centre, while the 
Washington reglinent had the left of the 
line. At tlifit the advance Was stubboniiy 
contested by the I'lllplnos, but they were 
ultimately driven out of their posltlonn. 
•Phen the American left, wing pursued them 
along the shore of the Inko, while the right 
wing swung in towards the centre, 
inovenieat resulting in a complete ixnit 
the enemy. Our troops followed them for 
llfteen miles, burning every village (ibing 
the route. Lali' to-day tlie brigade rettirncd 
to Its former position. 

Private Ii. Young, of the Twcnty-si 
infantry, was wounded (luring the llglitin.; 
yesterday evening and fell Into the hands 
of I'Mllplnos, who threatened to roast libii 
nilve. It Is likely they would have carried 
the threat Into execution has they not 
linen too busy this morning In attempting 
frnltlessly to check the advance of 
Americans. When Ihcy were driven from 
their positions, they were In such a Imi 
te leave thoy forgot Young, who sub 
(luently was found and cared for i>y I 
fellow soldiers.
